T is not unknown to-your Dile&ion, what hither-- 

ro hath paſt about the receiving of the Inveſti- 
rure over the Dukedom of Schleſwig ; whereunto* 
you have obliged your ſelf by the late Agreement 
of Rendesbourg'; and how your Dileion ſince that: 
time, upon our ſeyeral well-minded Admonitions, by 
divers Letters dire&ted to Us, hath promiſed the per-- 
formance thereof ; and in order thereunto, ſent hither 
ſome of your Miniſters, who nevertheleſs under: the: 
A'S: pre- 
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pretext of going for ſome nearer inſtrutions from 
your DileRion, are lately parted again from hence, 
without having diſpatched any thing ar all. And where- 
as We have hirhemo in vain expced* their 'promi- 
{ed rerarn; rhe time likewiſe ar the faid Agreement 
of Rendesbourg appointed tor the receiving of the 
above-mentioned Inveſtiture being alrcady in the 
Moath of July, laſt paſt, beſides 'divers orhers ſince 
indulged Terms long ago expired; We alfo having a 
ſufficient and true intormation . of, thoſe moſt dange- 
rous Machinations, which your Dilection hath in hand 
againſt Us and Our State; and beſides, being very 
reqtiiftte;-thar We carefully do mind- what is nceefſary 
for the preſerving of this Inveſtiture, depending from 
Us and Our Crown of Denmark : Theretore have we 
found Our ſelves unavoidably, and as it were againſt 
Our will obliged} now.to Segueſirate that-part of the 
ſaid Dukedom,. wherewith. your Dile&tions Anceſtors 
have © been. heretofore Invellted ;- and ro iflue. out a 
Commiliton' to fome 'of © our: Conncellors and Officers 
there reſiding, for putting in Execution the ſaid Se- 
Ggueſiration, and for pertorming all what is neceſſary 
to be done about the ſame. Since therefore We would 
rather have deſired. any thing elſe, than to come to 
this Extremity, We have thought good to. give ng- 
tice of this Our Reſolution,to. your  Dileion, and ro 
appoint yet out of a ſuper-abundance another Term 
ot Six weeks from the date hereof, for the receiving 
of the ſaid Inyeſtiture, . ro the,,cnd that your Dilection. 
and-all the World, may ſee; chow. willingly We would 
we: all pofhble, moderation. herein, without any over- 
haſtening of your DileQion. . However, we do it wah

this further precaution and warning, that in caſe the 
ſaid prefixed Term, contrary to all expeQation, like- 
wiſe ſhould 'be ditrcgarded by your DileRion, We 
rhen ſhall be neceſitared, though much againſt Our 
Will, 10 proceed ad zp{um Privationem Fend;, or to 
the cutting off the Fzef, and to rake ſuch further 
courſes as the Feudil Laws do allow of. Of all this 
We have thought convenient ro advertiſe your Di- 
jietion, Recommending, &:, Dated at Our Place of 
Reſidence at Copenhagen, the 191h of Decemb.

Moſt Serene and moft Potent King, &c. 


Our Majeſties Letter of the 19th of December 
laſt paſt, from Copenhagen dirctted ro Us, hath 

been preſented to Our hands the ſecond of this inſtanr, 
by an Expreſs om one of your Majeſties Commiſlaries ; 
By the Cotritents whereof We have ſeen the ſame, 
what already ſome days before had been publiſhed by 
ſome Letters Pattents affix'd in Our Dukedem of Sch/eſ- 
wie, Viz. That your Majeſty hath been induced ro 
Sequeſtrate that part of the ſaid Dukedom, which 
doth belong to Us, and ro nominate to that effect 
certain Commiſliaries, with the annexed warning, thar 
in caſe we did not within Six weeks, from the date 
of the ſaid Letter, effetually accompliſh the receiving 
of the Invenſtiture over that Dukedom of Sch1:|- 
wiz, your Majeſty would proceed ad ipſam Priva- 
tionem Feudi, or the cutting off the Fief, and take 
ſuch further courſes as the Feudal Laws do allow 
off, being moved thereunto by theſe reaſons, Thar 
We in the point of the receiving of the ſaid Inveſti- 
ture, neither had performed: that ſo termed late A- 
cement of Rendesbourgh, nor the Promiſes made 
y Our Letters under Our own hand, nor ſent back. 
our Miniſters, who without any diſpatch of Afairs 
were 
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were gone from Copenhagen ; but that on the contrary 
we had had in hand moit dangerous, and by a ſingular 
accident, diſcovered machinations againſt your Ma- 
jeſty, and your Srate ; and had alſo, as it were, un- 
avoidably obliged your Majeſty to the preſervation 
of your Majeliies and the Crown of Denmark's own 
Rights. 

Whereupon we cannot but with all due reſpe& re- 
turn this our Anſwer to your Majeſty, that for the ſake 
of your Majeſty's own Glory, and high Reputation, 
and your Rcalms and Dominions welfare, We have 
molt ardently deſired and wiſhed, that our thoughts at 
the firſt ſeeing of your Majeſty's aforc-mentioned 
Letters Patents, (as if they might have been publiſh- 
ed without your knowledg) might have a ſure ground, 
and your Majeſty ſuch a Kindneſs for us, as not to in- 
dulge any longer our Perſecutors, but rather to put a 
period to thoſe unuſual hard proceedings, which we 
undeſervedly have ſuffered from them, and to reeſta- 
bliſh and. conſolidate -that ancient tie and friendſhi 
which hath proved ſo uſeful and beneficial ro bot 
Great Houſes, and their reſpe&ive Kingdoms, Terri-- 
tories and Sabjedts; ſeriouſly conſidering withal, that 
it cannot be available neither to the repute of your 
Majeſty's innate Generoſity, nor ro your Majefty's. 
Realms and Dominions, to fee us, who are in many 
regards ſo nearly related, and neyer failing neither in 
due Reſpeas, nor required Faithfulneſs to your Ma- 
zeſty, thus oppreſſed, and reduced to a quite deſperate 
condition, without having been able ro impetrare the 
leaſt redreſs, which yet lies ſo abſolutely in your Ma- 
jeſty's own hands. - 

How-. 
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However, this is our only and efpecial-comfort-in all 
our daily increaſing calamities, that your Majeliy by 
your Letters doth ſuppeditate to us an occaſion to 
make. our juſtification before your ſelf, and bricfiy to 
refute thoſe accuſations ſo inhumanly invented by our 
ill-willers. For your Majeſty's own Chrittian Con- 
ſcience will be the beſt and ſureſt witneſs for us, that 
we never have entertained any other Counſels, nor 
have negotiated with any body whatfoever about any 
other things, but what to our beſt underſianding we 
have deemed to be good, expedient and lawtul tor a 
free Prince, to preſerve our ſeives in that State God 
Almighty hath been pleaſed to ſettle us in, by making 
us a Jawtul Heir and Succeſſor to the Duke our Father 
of bleſſed memory, and to tranſmit the ſame to our 
Poſterity, even as we had got ir. We our ſelves have 
not made that Agreement concluded at Copenhagen on 
the 12th. day of May in the year 1658, but have in- 
herited thoſe Rights, which in due conſideration of the 
manifold damages ſuſtained, were thereby accrued to 
our Family. And it is alſo known to the World, that 
we have employed none at all at the Treaty and Con- 
cluſion of rhe reiterated Northern Peace in the Camp 
for Copenhagen, on the 27th. day of May in the year 
1660, although we had then already taken the Govern- 
ment upon us; and the faid Treaty of Cop:nhagen 
hath nevertheleſs been confirmed therein, and the Gua- 
rantie thereof undertaken by them three moſt Puiſſanrt 
States of Chriſtendom : And preſuppoſed his Majeſty 
the King of Denmark, Frederick the Third, our molt 
Honoured Farher-in-Law of glorious memory, ſfome- 
thing unwillingly, and againſt his mind, (which yer is 

altoge- 
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altogether unknown to us, fince his Family as well as 
ours hath-bcen benefitted thereby, ) ſhould have pro- 
cceded to the granting of that Sovereignty, and other 
advantages promiſed to our family ; however it is but 
a mcer'y ſpontaneous Act : Nay, ir hath been an evi- 
dent token of his Roya! AﬀeCtion towards us, that ha- 
ving ubſerved by our Addreſſes for a near Alliance of 
Marriage in kis Royal Lami'y, our finccre inclination 
towards him, his Majcity in the year 1667; when the 
Con:ract of Marrizge in his own Fortreſs at-G/uck- 
ſtidi was a making up, hath in all and the ſingular Ar- 
ticles, Points and Clauſcs, wholly, and to all perpetuity, 
confirmed to us the above-ſaid Treaty of Copenhagen, 
grounded upon the Sovereignty over the Dukedom of 
Jchleſwzg, and citabliſhed rhe ſame jointly with that 
ancient Union tor a perpetual norm and rule betwixt 
both Families, with this engagement, and Royal firm 
Parol, that himſelf and his hereditary Succeſlors in 
the Government, neither directly-nor indiretly would 
act, nor cauſe to be acted againſt the ſame. Bur in whar 
manner we have ſince been dealt withal at Rendenſ- 
bourg in the year 1675. and how we have been con- 
ſtraincd by a moſt troubleſome detention to ſurrender 
our Fortreſles, Artillery, Ammunition and Militia ; yet 
with this Comtort given us, that all differences there- 
with were ended, and upon change of Times, and an cn- 
ſuing Peace, all ſhould be reſtored in ſuch a condition 
as it was taken from us ; and how notwithſtanding all 
this, (after we forſooth for our Perſon were diſmiſſed 
to Gotrorp, yet ſtill had ſtrange, Troops, about us,: ad. 
ſo only had changed place, bur not detention,) certain 
Articles have. been preſcribed ;tro our Miniſters. and. 

Cc - Coun- 
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Counſellors remaining behind in Arreſt, and we for- 
ced to the pretended Ratitication thereof, even as we 
were to the ſurrender of our Fortreſſes without any 
liberty left us, only therin to alter things quite in- 
confilttent with the Dignity of a Free-Germmm Prince 
of the Empire : We are as unwilling to relate, as 
your Majei:y can be deſirous to hear, and ſhould alſo. 
have forborn ro mention it cither to your Majeſty, 
or to any others, if we were not affured in our 
Conſcience that your Majeſty out of an inbred He- 
roick love to Juſtice doth deteſt ſuch a way ot pro- 
cceding, and in that regard hath laid a Ground 
for that high diſpleaſure your Majeſty thereupon 
conceived againſt him, who out of Reaſons unknown 
to us, hath occaſioned all that miſchief which then 
did beſall us. 

And ſince thar time we have not been able to ima- 
gin, thar your Majeſty ſhould ever have'intended, ro 
erect that ſo termed Agreement of Rendeshbourg, pro- 
ceeding from ſuch derogatory and extorted Principles, 
and conſequently turning void by Law, into a Prag- 
matical Sanition, after yonr Majeſty hath charged 
our | Subjets with ſuch Contriburions as are untolle- 
rable, and do quite cut off both our extraordinary and 
ordinary Revennes, and hath quite demoliſhed tro the 
Ground our Fortrefſes, your Majeſty bavitig thus your 
ſelf thereby introduced an impoflibiliry ro 'perform 
what the pretended Agreement of Rendesb0nrg doch 
import; For if we by virtue thereof are to receive. 
the  Inveſtiture. over 'the Dukedom of Sthleſwg , it - 
mulſt' be done at leaſt after fach a manner, as ie 


Duke' our Father of "bleſſed Memory the laſt time, 
; VIS. . 
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is. In the year 1648, hath received the ſame ; and 
then we ought to be inveſted not only with the bare 
Land, bur alſo with thoſe Fortreſles , fince the laſt 
Feudal Letter doth make expreſs mention thereof. It 
is true, we do confeſs, that even after ſach rigorous 
proceedings, to teſtify our deference to your Ma- 
jeſty, and our delire ro Peace, but chiefly, to ſuble- 
vate ſomething our Subjects groaning under their bur- 
then, and to promote their treedom according to our 
Power; we have been come fo far, as to condeſcend 
at length to the receiving the Inveſtirure upon theſe 
terms, that all things ſhould be reſertled in ſuch a 
ſtate, as they had bcen before the pretended Agree- 
ment of Rendeshonrg, and that the weighty burthen 
lying upon our Territories, ſhould be taken -off,, and 
due fatisfaction effetually made for the dammages 
ſuſtained : And for that purpoſe we have fent ſome 
of our Miniſters to Copenhagen ; bur our juſt deſires 
have been rejected, yn unconditional performance of 
_ the Feudal Duty infiſted on, and the redreſs of our. 
Grievances ſet out of doors, and our Miniſters ha- 
ving afleadged the want of full Powers thereunto, 
have been ſent away back for new Inftrutions; with- 
out being recalled by us from Copenhagen , as Her 
Majeſty the Queen Mother by her own Letters-dated 
at Copenhagen the 19th day of November, 1676, hath 
informed us. And we'do confeſs very trecly, that incaſe 
our Subjets preſently after our Conditional Promiſe 
made, had been eaſed from their burthen, the For- 
treſſes reduced to their former ſtate, and due fartif- 
faQtion effeQually given us, we would have done 
the utmoſt, and undergone afreſh that Feudal Dep | 
ur. : 
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But -whereas alſo yet fince poſſeſſion hath been taken, 
of our part of Sradr and Butjadimger-Land, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſame hath no relation at all to that Pro. 
ceſs. which was aCtitated at Viennz in the Cauſc of 
Oldenbouwg , and belides his deſcending as a tief 
from the Duca! Houſe of Brunſwig Lunebourg, Our 
SubjeAs likewiſe both in Folſtezn and Steſwig have 
been forbid to pay us the few remaining ordinary 
dues, and furthermore ſuch aims are made, as to ex- 
clude us from that Treaty. of.a General Peace at N:m:- 
vegen, and conſequently Sa a:l hupes of redreſs, and 
yet hath bur lately the Nav:gation been by open Pro- 
clamations abſolutely Interd:&ed ro all our inhabi- 
rants and Subjects of the Dukedoms of SF. bl. [wig and 
Holſtein, without affording us, as Prince Regent, the 
leaſt communication thereof, much leſs deſigning us 
to joyn in the ſaid Publication, it the ſame had been 
required : We therefore have had good reaſon to wave 
the ſending over our Deputies the ſecond time again, 
after they were thns diſmiſied before, but rather have 
takena firm reſolution to get our Cauſc ventilated and 
diſcuſſed at the Treaty of the General Peace at Nim- 
wegen, With theſe certain hopes and confidence, thar 
no Potentate concerned therein will diſpute our ad- 
miſſion, in regard that amongit other high concerns, 
there will be alſo treated about rhe re-eſtabliſhment 
of the Northern Peace, whereupon our Sovreignt 

over the Dukedom.of J$4hleſw:g with the other ad- 
vantages ſtipulated for us and our Family, is not 
only grounded, but alſo is an eſſential part thereof 
and {ſtands comprehended under the undertaken Ge- 
neral ,and Special Warranty. Neither do we think. 
| | | that

that your Majeſties Miniſter in Holland hath ha 
any crders to render difficult the impetrating of the 
Paſports, by us deſired from the States General of the 
UVnted-Protemees; tor our Miniſters deſtined ro N-- 
megen, iccing he hath not been able to alledg any 
thing ar all which thou!d deſerve the leaſt retiexion, 
and exclude us from the General-Treaty, if we were 
bur to be conlidered as a German Prince, and had 
ro concerns in the. re-ejtabliſhment of-theForthern 
Peace, which neycrtheleſs hat t of all periclitate 
on our ſide. Bur concerning thoſe machinations di- 
ſcovered by a fingu'ar accident, whereby, as we do 
conceive, ſome cndcuvours .are uſed, to juſtify thar in 
all points distormally commenced Sequeſtration , we 
have not the leaſt. cauſe to clear our ſelves in that re- 
fpect, befcre any particulars are nearer touched, and 
ir be duly made appear to us, that we have been 


' given concerned in any of thoſe Machinations repre- 


ſented ro your Majeſty. However we are ſure and 
contident, that we never have been ſo ſuſpe@edly 
privy to any thing, as that thereby juſt cauſe ſhould 
have been given, to charge us therewith by Poten- 
rates both within and without the Empire, and to 
abalienate their former inclination from us and our 
Family, much leſs can a Pretext thereby conveniently 
be taken to ſequeſtrate that part of the Dukedom of 
Schteſwig, which with all right Heroditarily and Pro- 
perly doth belong to us, and to menace us with a total 
deprivation thereoſ; and we do allo fully perſwade 
our ſelyes, that your Majeſty will put - this to rhe 
ſerious conſideration of your Minilters, who have 


D brought 
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brought rhis Proceſs upon the Stage, and perhaps do. 
endeavour to aſſert it's conſiſtency with the Feudal 
Laws. that as your Majeſty doubtleſs makes great 
doubr, ro aſſume a Judges part in that proper Cauſe, 
ſo neither the Scquellration of the Fief, nor the De- 
privation of the ſame can or may conliſt after thar 
manner, as it it intended againſt us, although we ſhould - 
be undiſputably obliged to that Vaſſaiiage of the 
Dukedom of Schleſwig, which yet ſaving all 
duc reſpet to your Majeſty, we tind our ſc yes neceſ- 
fitared ſolemnly ro contradit, except one would : 
preſume to At by nullities; or by making no re- 
flexion upon the Law. And the common Feudal Laws, 
whereupon likewiſe the ancient unions and Heredi- 
tary Agreements, ( in caſe any difference as well in 
Feudal as other matters ſhould ariſe) are uſually 
grounded, do ſhew, that not only in the total depri- 
vation: of a Fief, but alſo in the Sequeſtration, the 
hearing of the Cauſe before a Competent Judge ought 
ſolemnly to prececd, notwithſtanding one would pre- 
ſume to aſſert the neceffiity of a Sequeſtration , in 
caſe the the parties do ſhew themſelves unwilling ; 
the reaſons whereof nevertheleſs will never be made 
out by thoſe pretended Machinations. E 

Having therefore pondered all the above-mentioned, . 
and ſuch other concomitant circumſtances, we cannot 
bur ſtill keep to our reſolution once deliberately raken 
and remit that point of our undeſerved!y queſtioned 
Sovereignty over the Dukedom of Schleſwzg, with all 
the other abalicnated Dig ities, Prerogatives, Territo- 


n 
ries, and Fortreſſes ; as alſo all due and equitable ſatif- 
| faction 
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| faction, and whar elſe can conduce to our future. Se-. 


curity, to the place of Congreſs for a general Peace at 
Nimvegen, patiently expeQting from God. and time, 
what Concluſion there will 'be made and come forth 
abour the reſtoring of the Northern Peace, and con- 
ſequently alſo of our Rights and Concerns. But we 
do in-the mean while very kindly and inſtantly intrear 
withal your Majeſty, that out of an inclination ro Ju- 
ſtice, and in regard of that deſolate condition, where- 
unto we and ours thus undeſervedly ſee our ſelves the 
more and more reduced,-your Majeſty would be pleaſed - 
till then, and till the ſpeedieſt (God grant) enſuing 
concluſion of a general Peace, to preſerve all peaceable 
thonghrs, and not to preſs upon us any further with the 
ſaid Inveſtiture, and any other demands; bur on the 
contrary, withour delay to recall thot 'diſconform and 
miſgrounded Sequeſiration, and not only leave to us - 
the enjoyment of all our Rights and Prerogatives un- - 
diſturbed, bur alſo to take off the exceeding Contribu- 
tions from our quite exhauſted Subjects, and to reſtore - 
that part of Stadt and Butjadinger-Land, and alſo of 
the Cuſtoms at Efret properly appertaining unrous, 
and amicably and friendly to- interpret this our un- 


avoidable Juſtification and Declaration, with this af-- 


ſurance, that as we have in all Points carefully obſer- 
ved that high refpe& due to your Majeſty, ſo likewiſe 
we have intended to ſay or write nothing, what ſhould 
trend againſt the ſame. All this:is very conſentaneous - 
ro equity, and to your Majeſty's inbred Generoſity ; 
and we ſhall be ready for our part ny where to 
praiſe ſuch your Majeſty's {kindaeſs, an vu oe

{ints of the 6th Inſtant, hath been. ſome days:

ccived by me with ail the humbleſt reſpects imagina- 
ble'; but with an exrreme aſtoniſhment I have under- 
ſtood by the contents thereof, that your- Imperial Ma-+ 
jelty ſhou!d Lave got an information, as'if I'had ner 
only tor my part approved of thoſe projets,which had* 
been made to me by -Gratentahl the Swedz/h Mini-- 
{ter, lately reſiding here in Hamboroygh, about certain - 
Levics to-be-made in Foreign Parts, and had been-come 
to a certain concluſion with him in-thar affair ; butal- 
ſo that for the promoting of the 'ſaid *Levies; 'T'had'*
